WASHINGTON About 80 flights between the 
US. and Europe were canceled Thursday as 
dozens of European airports closed due to 
clouds of ash from a volcano in Iceland. 

Most of the canceled US. flights were to 
and from the United Kingdom, said David 
Castelveter, a spokesman for the Air ‘Trans- 
portation Association, which represents most 
major US. carriers. Some airlines also were 
canceling flights scheduled for Friday, he said. 

Federal Aviation Administration spokes- 
woman Laura Brown said the agency was 
working with airlines to reroute flights from 
the US. to Europe around the cloud where 
possible. Some flights also were returned to 
the US. last night. 

Airports in Britain, Ireland and Nordic 
countries have been closed because ash from 
the volcano that erupted Wednesday makes 
flying too dangerous. France said it was clos- 
ing 23 airports, including Paris airports. 

But flights to other destinations also are af- 
fected. Brown said the route for most flights

New rail cars have facing 
seats, security cameras

New CTA rail cars featuring mostly center-fac- 
ing seats to pack in more rush-hour commuters 
will enter service next week, transit officials said 
Thursday. Here’s what you need to know. 


The new cars will replace trains that have 

knocked around Chicago since 1969 and will 
be capable of going 70 mph, though they will now 
be limited to the current 55 mph limit. 


The first 10 rapid-transit cars that are part of 

an order for 406 new trains, set for delivery 
through about 2013, have undergone testing on 
the CTA system since last year. 


Passengers also will see seven security 

cameras on board each train—a first on CTA 
trains—and electronic displays showing upcoming 
stations and other travel information. 


The maximum capacity of the new cars will 

be 123 passengers, both seated and stand- 
ing, according to the manufacturer, Bombardier 
Transportation. 


The prototypes have 34 regular seats—all 

facing the aisle—and four forward-facing 
seats that can be folded down for access by two 
wheelchairs. 


CTA President Richard Rodriguez acknowl- 
edged the new design will result in many pas- 
sengers having to stand during their trips. 


The new trains, with 38 seats, offer up to 

eight fewer seats than some of the old CTA 
trains that will be sold for scrap as the new equip- 
ment arrives. 


The trains will carry their first passengers 
starting next week on the Red Line, officials 
said.

Man charged 
in Marquette 
Park slayings

A Wisconsin man was charged Thursday 
night with first-degree murder in the slay- 
ings of his wife, son and two nieces. 

James A. Larry, of Madison, Wis., was 
charged with killing his wife, Twanda 
Thompson, 19; his 7-month-old son, Jihad; 
his 3-year-old niece, Keleasha Larry; and 
his 16-year-old niece, Keyshai Fields. 

Two others were wounded in the 
Wednesday morning shooting on the 
7200 block of South Mozart Street in 
Marquette Park: his mother, Leona Lar- 
ry, and his 13-year-old nephew, Demond 
Larry. 

They both remained in critical condi- 
tion at Advocate Christ Medical Center in 
Oak Lawn as of Thursday afternoon. 

An autopsy determined that all four 
victims were killed with shots to the head, 
and Thompson and Fields both were preg- 
nant. 

James Larry was charged with four 
counts of first-degree murder, two felony 
counts of intentional homicide of an un- 
born child, and four counts of attempted 
murder, said Andy Conklin, a spokesman 
for the Cook County state’s attorney’s 
office. 

Larry has an arrest record dating to 
1995 for battery, drug possession, resist- 
ing arrest and escape, according to court 
records. 

In 2002, he was sentenced to almost six 
years in federal prison after pleading guilty 
to possessing a firearm as a felon. Paroled 
in April 2007, he stayed out of trouble for 
about a year before he was sentenced to 
spend three months in a halfway house 
after admitting to smoking marijuana, a 
violation of his parole. 

He was sentenced in January 2010 for a 
misdemeanor battery conviction, accord- 
ing to records. 

His most recent address is a halfway 
house for parolees in Janesville, Wis., 
though most of his arrests were in the 
Madison area. 

Larry is expected to appear in bond 
court Friday, Conklin said. 

Twanda Thompson’s sister, Shirina 
Thompson, learned that her sister died of 
gunshot wounds to the neck and temple. 
Her family says they are struggling to find 
money to pay for the funerals of Twanda 
and Jihad.

More hurdles ahead 
for South Side Wal-Mart

The issue got renewed life Thursday as planning commissioners rec- 
ommended approval for a second Wal-Mart to anchor a 270-acre par- 
cel in Pullman Park for a development that would include hundreds of 
homes and a shopping district. The development next must go before 
the City Council’s Zoning Committee for a zoning change, which also 
must be approved by the full council.

Meteor lights up 
skies in Midwest 


[i MILWAUKEE A large meteor streaked across 
the Midwestern sky momentarily turning 
night into day, rattling houses and causing trees 
and the ground to shake, authorities said Thurs- 
day. 

Witnesses say the meteor lit up the sky 
Wednesday about 10:10 p.m. National Weather 
Service offices across the Midwest said it was vis- 
ible from southwestern Wisconsin and northern 
Towa to central Missouri. 

Radar information suggests the meteor landed 
in the southwest corner of Wisconsin, in either 
Grant or Lafayette counties, said Ashley Sears, 
a meteorologist with the National Weather Ser- 
vice’s Milwaukee office. 

Officials in both counties said no one reported 
seeing a meteorite or crater. Lafayette County 
Sheriff Scott Pedley said his office received mul- 
tiple reports of a very bright light in the sky fol- 
lowed by houses and the ground shaking. 

“There were reports of four to five minutes of 
explosions or rumbling,” he said. He couldn’t say 
what the sound was but speculated it may have 
been a sonic boom if the meteor broke the sound 
barrier.

B CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. President Obama predicted 
Thursday his new space exploration plan would lead 
Americans beyond the moon and to Mars within his life- 
time. “I expect to be around to see it,” he declared. 

Obama’s prediction was an answer to critics, including 
several former astronauts, that his changes would deal a 
staggering blow to the nation’s manned space program. 

Speaking at the Kennedy Space Center, where Ameri- 
ca’s moon missions originated decades ago, Obama said he 
was “roo percent committed to the mission of NASA and 
its future.” He outlined plans for federal spending to bring 
more private companies into space exploration following 
the soon-to-end space shuttle program. 

“We want to leap into the future,” not continue on the 
same path as before, Obama said as he sought to reassure 
NASA workers that America’s space adventures would 
soar on despite the termination of shuttle flights. 

Obama acknowledged criticism for his drastic changes 
to the space agency’s direction. But, he said, “The bottom 
line is: Nobody is more committed to manned space flight, 
the human exploration of space, than I am. But we’ve got 
to do it in a smart way; we can’t keep doing the same old 
things as before.” 

Obama said that by 2025, the nation would have a new 
spacecraft “designed for long journeys to allow us to begin 
the first-ever crewed missions beyond the moon into deep 
space.” 

“We'll start by sending astronauts to an asteroid for 
the first time in history. By the mid-2030s, I believe we 
can send humans to orbit Mars and return them safely to 
Earth. And a landing on Mars will follow,” he said. 

The Obama space plan relies on private companies to 
fly to the space station, giving them almost $6 billion to 
build their own rockets and ships. It also extends the space 
station’s life by five years and puts billions into research to 
eventually develop new government rocket ships for mis- 
sions to a nearby asteroid, to the moon, to Martian moons 
or other points in space. 

Those stops would be steppingstones on an eventual 
mission to Mars itself.

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Anatomy of a slapsnot 


The slapshot might look easy, but without the feet, hands and eyes in the right place and using proper form, 
there’s more potential to hurt yourself with a slapshot than an opposing goalie. Luckily, Blackhawks player 
Dustin Byfuglien (below) gave RedEye an important lesson in Slapshot 101.

The windup 
A quality slapshot begins with the massive windup. 
Byfuglien raises his stick behind his body all the way 
over his head and transfers his weight to the back leg. The 
feet need to be about shoulder-width apart with knees bent, 
and the puck should be close to the feet, slightly forward 


The ice slap 

Unlike golf, where a swing 

is designed to smack the 
ball directly, Byfuglien “slaps” the 
ice a few inches before it reaches 
the puck and uses his weight to 
flex the stick. Bending the stick 
gives it kinetic energy that will be 
transferred to the puck, causing 
it to fly much faster than hitting it 
alone could.

The stick should meet the 

puck near the center of the 
stick’s blade upon contact. It’s then 
when Byfuglien rolls his wrists. Grip 
is important, he said. “Your top hand 
is usually pretty tight, and your bot- 
tom hand is firm too, but you usual- 
ly let your stick roll around a little bit 
in your hand when you're coming in 
to make contact,” he said.

The follow-through 

The slapshot’s not over 

quite yet. After the hit, 
Byfuglien’s stick ends up pointing 
in the direction of his target and 
a bit high on the follow-through 
to elevate the puck off the ice. 
“The ideal shot is a couple feet 
off the ice because you can get 
rebounds and tips in front, even if 
the goalie stops it,” he said.

Dustin Byfuglien’s slapshot is not a thing of beauty. 
When the Blackhawks winger smacks hockey’s most 
feared shot, it is designed to break teeth, not hearts. 
Sometimes literally. 

“Yeah, I’ve definitely knocked out a few teeth and 
hurt people with slapshots in the past,” Byfuglien 
said. “Luckily, nothing too bad.” 

Hockey’s other shots—the wristshot or snapshot - 
are taken in the blink of an eye and designed to catch 
the opposing goalie off-guard. 

The slapshot is different. The windup is so deliber- 
ate that it doesn’t surprise anyone in the rink (With 
how fast the game is in the NHL, it’s not too often

you have time to sit and take a bunch of slapshots,” 
Byfuglien said.), and the violent motion of the shot 
means it usually is not as accurate as others. 

Yet, like a fastball hurdled down the middle of the 
plate in baseball, a boxer’s devastating right cross or a 
100 mph serve in tennis, the slapshot can be danger- 
ously effective. 

Just ask Byfuglien, who has netted 17 goals this sea- 
son for the Hawks—two from a thunderous slapshot 
last clocked at 98.9 mph at the 2009 All-Star Game. 

“It’s a great shot to use in the right situation,” he 
said. 

Perhaps that situation will present itself in the play- 
offs. Byfuglien can only hope.

Slap that puck? Easier said

Imagine trying to smack a golf 
ball 250 yards at a driving range. 
Except youre standing on ice, 
not grass. And instead of hitting 
the ball directly, you had to 
purposely hit the ground first and 
then make solid contact. 

That’s sort of what it was like 
hitting a slapshot for the first time. 

I experienced the difficulty of 
the shot firsthand on the Black- 
hawks’ home ice during a brief 
lesson from hard-hitting Hawks 
winger Dustin Byfuglien. 

I can do this, I convinced myself beforehand. ’m 
no Jim Thorpe, but I’m at least a decent all-around 
athlete. I can knock down a 3-pointer with regularity 
and toss a football at least as well as Rex Grossman. 

But even the moving on ice part was tough. 
Watching Byfuglien and the rest of the Blackhawks 
skate so gracefully every other night made me take it 
for granted. After a few seconds on the United Cen- 
ter rink, I was stumbling around like a drunk deer. 

On my first slapshot attempt, I whiffed complete- 
ly—missed everything. 

Thankfully, Byfuglien was gracious about it and 


pointed out I was using a hockey 
stick built for his 6-foot-4-inch 
frame, not my comparatively 
tiny 5-10 body. 

I made contact on my second 
and third tries, and the puck 
sailed straight and true. The 
problem? I hit it about 1 mph. 
Any NHL goalie could have 
stopped my shot simply by 
Mes = breathing hard on it. 

and Smith On my final attempt, I 
decided to slather an extra dose 
of mustard on my shot and half- 
mimic Byfuglien’s supersonic slapshot. Instead, I fell 
straight on my ass midshot. 

Byfuglien and the rest of the onlookers joined me 
in laughing at my mishap, but after I was escorted 
back to the safety of solid ground, Byfuglien gave me 
encouraging words. 

“T didn’t get the slapshot down until I was 13 or 
14,” he said. “You see kids out there all the time fall 
down trying slapshots. But that’s how you practice, 
the more you do it, the better you get it.” 

I guess I better have a whole pack of Charmin 
stuffed into my pants for next time. Or better yet, Tl 
just stick to watching the pros do it.

You're sitting at the bar with friends. You’ve had a few 
rounds. Inevitably, someone says it: “We should open 
a bar, and we should name it ...” 

Naming it could be as simple as looking at the 
street sign outside and tacking on an “s” or a “Bar & 
Grill.” Or at least that’s what we thought after hear- 
ing about Wolcott’s, a Lincoln Square bar aiming to 
open on the corner of Montrose and Wolcott avenues 
later this spring. It'll join the ranks of dozens of spots 
around town taking its name predictably from the 
street it resides on. 

Why so many? “One [reason] is that it’s the easy 
route to go,” says Angelo Eliades of Creative Enter- 
tainment Concepts, a local consulting firm that has 
worked with bars and clubs such as the Joynt and Ex- 
calibur. “And the second one is the name recognition. 
If they hear the name ‘Diversey ‘Tap,’ it’s easier for 
customers to remember where it’s at.” 

Street names also can project a status as a neighbor- 
hood establishment rather than a big chain— think of 
when Starbucks named its Seattle coffeehouse/bar 
spinoff 15th Avenue Coffee and Tea last fall, says Da- 
vid Henkes, VP of Technomic, a Chicago-based bar- 
restaurant consulting firm. Approachability is one of 
the reasons Baris Yuksel chose the name Division Ale 
House for his pub, which opened last summer. “It’s 
laid-back and there’s no pretense. It tells you, ‘Hey, 
we're a part of the neighborhood,’ ” he says. “We're 
not called Envy, or ... something that tells you, “‘We’re 
better than you, you better get in line to get in.’” 

Whether the name is the result of legitimate 
thought or plain laziness, we all have our favorites.

Christopher Mintz-Plasse, who plays Chris, says 
that in reality—or at least comic book reality—the 
superpower-free Red Mist wouldn’t stand a chance 
against other superheroes.

LOS ANGELES A few years ago, Chris Rock 
and a group of friends saw the British import 
“Death at a Funeral,” but he couldn’t under 
stand why he had to go to a small art-house 
theater to watch it. 

“Something to me said, “This is like a pop 
movie, why is this in an art house?’” Rock said 
during a recent press conference. “Me and the 
other 10 people were laughing our asses off.” 

Rock decided then and there to remake 
the morbid comedy. His version, with a lively 
ensemble cast that includes Tracy Morgan, 
Martin Lawrence, Luke Wilson, Zoe Saldana, 
James Marsden, Regina Hall, Peter Dinklage, 
Loretta Devine, Columbus Short and Danny 
Glover, opens Friday.

something a studio would really be into.” 
One key acquisition was Lawrence, a fellow 

comic he’d never worked with before on the 

big screen. Lawrence initially passed on the

But 
then he sent me the British version, and I 
thought it was very funny; and when he told 
me it was about playing his brother, then I 
said I’ve got to be on board.” 

Add Morgan to the film, and Rock had a 
terrific trio. 

“These are my champions right here,” Mor- 
gan told reporters. “For me, this whole panel 
is like The Dream Team. They’re like Jordan, 
Barkley and all those guys. I might get a med- 
al; I got my shirt; I’m on the team! When I’m 
with Martin and Chris, I’m on the team! I 
might not start, I might not ever play, but I’ve 
got my shirt!”

‘Death’ isn’ta 
laughing matter 


A funeral turns chaotic when a guest (James Marsden) accidentally 
takes acid and the deceased’s eldest son (Chris Rock) discovers his 
father was secret lovers with a diminutive man (Peter Dinklage). 
Mayhem ensues, laughs don’t. 

The buzz: The 2007 British original was a disaster, and that film 
didn’t star Martin Lawrence or feature Danny Glover as an old man 
accidentally pooping on Tracy Morgan’s hand. 

The verdict: With a script this lazy, you could remake it with the full 
Monty Python cast and the movie still would stink. A few amusingly 
zany moments from Marsden and Morgan are nothing compared to 
the persistent homophobia or the characters’ repetitive confusion 
about what they mistakenly think is valium. As Aaron (Rock) and 
Ryan (Lawrence) trade punches to the crotch, you can’t help but share 
their pain. 


Keep up with these ‘Joneses’ 


This drama is almost a spin-off for Truman’s wife, Meryl (Laura Linney), 
in “The Truman Show.” In that film, Meryl had no real attachment to 
her fake husband Truman (Jim Carrey) and was paid to insert product 
placement into episodes of the show. “The Joneses” expands that con- 
cept to a full “family” (David Duchovny, Demi Moore, Amber Heard, 
Ben Hollingsworth) that’s been assembled to present an appearance of 
perfection and casually talk their neighbors into buying their clients’ 
products. Think of it as an undercover episode of “The Apprentice” 
without the cameras. Ifnone of this sounds interesting to you, you may 
find “The Joneses” a little one-note, and the movie certainly goes soft 
when it tries to turn into a love story. Otherwise, it’s a tart little con- 
sumer satire about the facade of happiness that comes with success, and 
the hollowness of a life committed primarily to things. It’s all so eerily 
believable.

‘All of time and space. 
Everywhere and anywhere,” he 
says, telling her that they can 
visit “every star that ever was. 
Where do you want to start?” 

Matt Smith, who utters those words in “The Elev- 
enth Hour,” found his answer was New York City, 
at least for the past week. The British actor made 
his first trip to the Big Apple for a whirlwind press 
tour with co-star Karen Gillan and new “Who” boss 
Steven Moffat, but he arrived three days early to take 
in the sights. 

“What a city, man, what a place,” he told me during 
a phone conversation Tuesday, sounding every bit like 
the time-traveling adventurer he plays. “It’s wonder- 
ful. I’m loving it.” 

The 27-year-old also loves the rocket he’s currently 
riding, saying “it’s kind of just insane really.”

“We sort of had no idea and just thought, ‘I 
hope we don't break it,’ you know?” he said.
